On the present occasion this prize was awarded to the 
Histoire d' Angleterre, by M. Emile de Bonnechese. Be- 
sides its literary merit, M. de Bonnechose’s work is re- 
markable, not merely for research and accuracy, but for 
a spirit of impartiality which we do not often find in 
histories of England written by foreigners. The Aca- 
demy was so convinced of its merits that the prize was 
voted unanimously.
